THE GREAT AUDIENCES. 


The Work for Next Year Mapped 
Out--A Creat Scheme. 


The Piedmont Chautauqua will open on 
July 1, 1589, and will close September 1, 1859. 
The directors adopted this date of opening 
nd closing by a unanimous vote yesterday, so 
tthe Chautaugua in future is an assured 

fact. . 
The gate receipts and sale of privileges have 
paid the expenses of the Chautauqua 
even for the first year. The tota) gate admis- 
gions-were nearly fifty thousand, which yield 
n money about twelve thousand dollars. The 
ladmissions and those from the cottages 
and hotels and surrounding country amounted 
to about fifteen thousand. The admissions on 
the Georgia Pacific tickets, mainly from 
Atlanta, amounted to about twenty-five thous- 
and, and the remainder came from points ont- 
side of Atlanta. The largest crowd at a lec- 
ture was given Mr. Grady on closing night, 
the next largest to Talmage onthe 11th of 
August, and the third largest to Sam Jones, 
onthe 9th of August. The largest crowd in 
attendance was on Sunday night, the 12th of 
ugust, when Dr. Talmage preached. Thatt 
exceeded Mr, Grady’s lecture andience by 
bout three or four hundred. The Mills and 
ynum andience was about one hundred 
Jarger than tho McKinley audience. The 

firework’s crowd was larger than cither.

“been rented at good prices and filled with an 


averaze of ten persons tothe cottage. Some- 
how or other the people did not take to tents. 
Those who did occupy them were delighted, 
and will tent again next year, but the tents 
did not get more than two hundred people dur- 
ing the two months. The rooms connected 
with the restaurant were not comfortable. The 
windows were cut too high, making imperfect 
yentilation. This will be changed for next 
season and the rooms will then be delightful. 
But the cottage is the popular house at Chanu- 
tauquas. Itis utilized in various ways. A 
anau takes his family and his servants, rents a 
cottage for thirty dollars a month and lives as 
cheaply as he pleases and as comfortable as if 
he were at home. A lady rents a group of cot- 
tages, using the central one for cooking, sit- 
ting room and dining room, and fills the sur- 
rounding houses with boarders. A number of 
ladies or gentlemen rent a half dozen cottages, 
establish a mess hall in the center and employ 
their own steward. 

There will be cottages enough at Chautauqua 
for next summer. At least twenty-five will be 
built during the winter by persons who pur- 
chased lots last summer, but did not have time 
to build before the Chautauqua opened. 
Among these are Mr. Kimball, Judge Brough- 
ton of Madison, Mr. Harris of Macon, Mrs. G. 
W. D. Cook, Mr. G. 8S. Pnor, Mr. G. R. Boaz, 
H. W. Grady and others. Within tho last 
week a dozen lots have been sold at Chautau- 
qua. Colonel J. W. Baum has bought another, 
and will build a cottage even handsomer than 
the one he has just finished. Dr, Whitehead 
has bought one, and will build a $5,000 cottage. 
* Mr. E. B. Mann has bought two lots, and will 
put upacottageononeof them. Mr. Joe §. 
James, in partnership with a lumber company, 
has a coutract for building twenty cottages. 
The Chautauqua company itself will build 
some, and Messrs. Marsit & Watson will im- 
prove a few lots. A public sale will be adver- 
tised for October and another sale will be held 
in the spring. Not less than one hundred, and 
more probably two hundred cottages, will be 
ready for occupancy by the opening of the next 
Uhautauqua. 

The Chautauqua company itself will put up 
two important buildings. One will be a hall 
of philosophy, to be builtin the grove behind 
the university building. This wil) have, be- 
sides class rooms, an audience hal] for five or 
six hundred people, which can be used when 
the great tabernacle is not needed. The other 
house will be a professors’ home, and will con- 
sist of about twelve rooms besides the dining 
room, parlors, and library. This will be fer 
the professors of the summer college. It is 
proposed to let them select through the chair- 
man of the faculty, a competent steward and 
cook,and to livein just such style as they 
please. This will put the faculty inside of the 
Chautauqua grounds, and leave them ready 
for consultation orclass work at any time. 
Another waportant building that will be erect- 
ed is a teachers’ home. It is proposed to build 
this something after the following plan. The 
architect has a beautiful design for a 
house containing about fifty rooms. He esti- 
mates that this can be put up ata cost ot 
about one hundred dollars per room. The 
Chautauqua company proposes to take sub- 
Bcriptions from teachers for rooms. For ex- 
ample: A teacher living anywhere can sub- 
scribe a hundred dollars to be paid when. the 
building is completed. This secures fee sim- 
plejtiticito the room designated in the teachers’ 
home, and to the ground on which the build- 
ing rests, and it is guaranteed further that the 
grounds shal! bo sold at one-half of the 
prices paid for lots on either side, and 
that every dollar of the subscription shall 
be put into the house, or into the ground. 
For a hundred dollars a teacher can

If a 
man does not care to occupy his room all the 
season he canrentit. When the fifty rooms 
are subscribed for the work will be begun, the

A Talk With Constantin Sternberg. 

Mr. and Mrs. Constantin Sternbefg have re- 
turned tothe city from Salt Springs. They 
look hale and hearty, and seem to have been 
delighted with the Chautauqua. Mr. Stern- 
berg, when seen by a reporter, expressed him- 
self as follows: ‘‘I think that there is a great 
future for the Piedmont Chautauqua, and Mr. 
Henry Grady deserves unlimited praise forthe 
venture. There prevailed a literary atmos- 
phere, a spirit of learning and thonght of the 
loftiest height, that it could not help benefit- 
ting those who placed themselves in contact 
with it, and what music there was has been 
all right for a start, and will no doubt do its 
share of good among the people. I have de- 
rived great benefits from the Chautauqua in 
matters of learning as well as religion, and 
have also accumulated some material for sev- 
eral popular musical jectures, which I will de- 
liver during the coming season. 

“At present Iam busy preparing tho open- 
ing of my coliege of music. I have added a 
class for masic, history and esthetics, and also 
a violin class, wlth a very competent teacher, 
one of the best we ever had here. I have also 
had the good fortune to secure a violoncellist. 
of the very highest order; an amateur, but 
only inasmuch as he is wealthy enough to 
play for pleasure, you will be surprised when 
you hear him. The drawing-rcom concerts 
will begin early in the winter, and two large 
chorus concerts are also on my programme.”’ 

“Will the drawing-room concerts be free to 
all?’ 

‘“‘No; why should they? <Aslong as people 
are willing to pay for hearing me play, there 
is no need of my giving ‘free shows,’ and an 
artist of any standing cannot afford to publicly 
acknowledge that his concerts are not worth 
any money. No, sir, I propose to do my full 
share ip helping music in Atlanta to stand on 
its own merits, instead of being a mere pre- 
text for social favors, vanity, charity jand the 
like. Music is not a mere luxury, but asacred 
and vastly beneficial thing, and as long as phy- 
sicians aud ministers are paid for their work, 
musicians shall be paid.”’ 

“Do your public enterprises not interfere 
with your school work?” 

“On the contrary. My pupils have all 
the benefitof them. Ihave arranged that my 
pupils are not only allowed, but obliged to 
listen to all my rehearsals, and thus they be- 
come fully acquainted with every work before 
hearing it in public. This will do them more 
good than you may think; it will teach them to 
‘listen’ with appreciation and understanding, 
and that is what is most painfully needed in 
Atlanta. It has for this reason from the first 
been my guiding principle to keep the under- 
standing of the mental in music up alongside 
of the mechanical skill in performing with my 
pupils. Everybody is trying to play or sing, 
but how few are willing or able to listen with 
intelligence; that’s the trouble which I try to 
remove, and I am glad tosay that Mrs. Ballard 
fully approves of my views and sustains me in 
them, although it took a little longer to bring 
out what is called “show pupils.’”’ 

‘‘Tfow large is your college now ?”’ 

“T have not opened yet, and can only guess, 
but you may judge for yourself: Icame here 
in November, "56, or 21 months ago, and found 
aclass of 19 pupils. Deduct from these 21 
month 7 for the two summer Vacations and 2 
for my sickness last year. There remain but 
12 months actual teaching, and my college 
closed last June with 98 pupils. Here is the 
board, count it yourself.”’ 

‘Then you are well satisfied with Atlanta?”’ 

‘Indeed I am, and I have expressed myself 
to that effect when I was north last. spring. 
Both my wife and I love our new home, and 
hope to demonstrate our feelings some day in 
amore substantial manner than by merely 
piaying or singing in charity concerts.”

EDISON’S GREATEST TRIUMPH. 


The Curiosities and Possibilities 
of the Phonograph. 


“Do you want to see something that will 
beat your wife talking ?”’ 

‘“‘What do you mean, sir?’’ 

‘I mean the phonograph.” 

The man’s countenance changed and he ac- 
cepted an invitation to go to the Kisnball house 
at three o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

Soon after the appointed time a party of gen- 
tlemen walked into room 3il at the Kimball 
house, where they were met by Mr. H. C. Bai- 
ley, who brought the phonograph-grapho- 
phone to Atlanta, 

The phonograph rests upon a stand like that 
of a sewing machine. It has 
the same pedal at the bottom, 
but the number of revolutions per minuteis 
regulated by a governor, constructed on the 
same principle as those used in steam engines. 
No matter how fast the pedal goes, the ma- 
chinery above always revolves at the same 
speed. 

There is very. little machinery about. the 
affair—only enough to revolye a horizon- 
tal black cylinder about five inches 
long. and .a little more than an 
inch in diamater, and to revolve 
above it a rod with a spiral screw that pushes 

he needle along thecylinder atthe rate of 
one inch for every one hundred and forty rey- 
olutions. ° 

The rod isabout three inches above the 
cylinder, and a short piece of steel, with the 
needle in-the lower end, hangs from the rod 
with the lowerend resting onthe cylinder, 
and by its weight presses the needle into the 
stiff, black wax as the cylinder revolves. 

The short piece of steel which holds the 
needle is broadened at the lower end to hold a 
adiaphragm. The diaphragm is immediately 
back of the needle, and when it moves, the 
needle moves and presses into the wax on the 
cylinder. The diaphragm is connected with a 
speaking tube half a yard long, and when the 
operator speaks into the mouth piece, the 
sound wave rushes down the tube and presses 
on the diaphragm, the diaphragm gives way 
and j presses the needle into the 
wax on the _ cylinder. The ~ cylinder 
is revolving and the needle is making a trail 
round it by cutting out a fine shaving of wax 
only one-three-thousandth part of an inch 
deep. The trail goés spirally around the cylin- 
der, just as thread goes_round a spool, except 
that the lines are much closer together—-140 to 


' the inch.], The trail is deep or shallow, accord- 


ing to the sound. This is the whole story of 
sound writing. 

To reproduce the sound the operator 
reverses the process. Apother needle 
retraces the steps of the (first and 
this time the needle moves the diaphragm and 
the diaphragm sends a sound waye back to the 


ear. 

To make the sound plainly audible, the pitch 
is raised by using a smaller diaphragm. 

After the gentlemen had been introduced, 
Mr. Bailey sat in front of the machine, with 
the tube to his lips, and said, as he revolved 
the pedal: 

‘Gentlemen, Iam happy to meet you. This 
is the phonograph-graphophone; one of the 
greatest inventions of the age.”’ 

Then he whistled a tune, and all at once 
broke out in a broad brogue: 

‘ “One Paddy Doyle loved in Killarny, 
A great girl named Biddy O’Tooie; 
Her tongue was tipped with a bit of blarney, 
That same to Pat was a golden rule.”’ 

The tube was changed for -another with two 
rabber tips for the ears. Mr. W. A. Hemphill 
sat by the machine and put the tubes in his 
ears. As the operator worked the 
pedal and the needle went back 
over the track of the other needles 
Mr. Hemphil]’s face brightened up and his 
expression changed to a broad smile when the 
needle got tothe brogue. He said that the 
sound was as perfect as the original. 

Then the other gentlemen heard the graph- 
ophone talk, and they all heard the perfec} 
sound, even to the quality of the voice. 

Mr. Bailey sickad up another cylinder which 
had been taking down a drummer’s letter to 
his house. Mr. Grady took the tubes and 
repeated the letteM™@vhich be had never heard 
before. Itsaid thatthe drummer had taken 
no orders since he came, and the next order he 
expected was an order tocome home. 

"hen Captain Howell was asked to go out 
of the room and Mr. Grady told one of his 
Chautauqua jokes tothe phonograph. When 
Captain Howell came back to the machine he 
shook his sides laughing at the joke. Other 
interesting tests were made, and Mr. Bailey 
gave some of his experience, 

“T heard a clap of thunderin Richmond the 
other day,’ said he. ‘“‘While the gentleman 
there was talking he said: ‘Weare having a 
thunder storm here; did you hear that? * lt 
was aclap of thunder.’ I heard the thunder; 
it was not so loud, but sounded like a window 
dropping.”’ 

The principal use for the phonograph is, 
in correspondence, to take the 
place of a stenographer. A man can talk to 
the machine, put the cylinder in a paper box, 
put a two cent stainp on it and send it to any 
part othe country. Each cylinder holds 1,500 
words, or about acolumn of TuHp ConstTiTu- 
TION. 

The phonograph may also be used by the 
blind, who will be enabled to read. Nicholas 
Nickleby can be put on eight cylinders. 

It is proposed to teach felocution and jan- 
guages and the pronunciation may be repeated 
overand over. The genuine French accent 
may be sent to a student in this country by 
mail, 

Patti’s songs will be for sale everywhere on 
cylindersteady tosing to you, and the great 
orators will pour forth a perennial eloquence 
through the phonograph. 

There will be family records, with the say- 
ings of friends in their own voices, and even 
the last words of the dying will be repeated 
when their spirits are in another world. 

This is the phonograph—as itcomes to At- 
lanta, but it is not the Edison phonograph that 
we heard of ten years ago. 

Mr. Edison invented the machine which 
was exhibited then, but becoming interested 
in electric light inventions, he did not perfect 
the phonograph then. Two years ago Chi- 
chester A. Bell and Charles S. Tainter pat- 
ented the graphophone. LEdison’s difticulty 
had been thatthe needle in his machine in- 
dented tinfoil, and each indentation threw the 
preceding one oat of place. Bell and Tainter 
devised'the graphophone in which the needle 
makes an incision instead of an indentation 
and cuts out the wax before it without distarb- 
ing.the incision behind. 

Afew months ago Edison perfected his 
ponecennr’s and both machines were about to 

€ puton the market in competition; litiga- 
tion seemed inevitable. 
of the Eell and Tainter machine 
were secured by J. H. Lippincott, of 
Pittsburg, and negotiations were begun with 
Edison for the sale of the patent rights for his 
machine in North America. On the 15th of 
July Edison sold his right to the phonograph 
in North America to the North American 
Phonograph company for one million dollars, 
and the company agreed to pay him $15,000 
the first year, $12,500 the second, $10,000 the 
third, $7,500 the fourth and $5,000 every year 
of his lifetime thereafter for improvements.

This, as has been said, isa novelty in dental work, 
Dr. Browne has with bim Dr. Jones, of Jacksonville, 
an expert at “bridging.” Dr. Browne is known as 
a geniusin his profession and out ofit, and pro- 
poses, with the assistance of Dr. Jones, to make 
‘*bridging”’ a feature.

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PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 


A Learned Letter on Training the 
Body. 


Physical Culture Declared to be as Neces- 
sary as Moral Culture—Pleasing the 
Mind and Strengthening the Body. 


For The Constitution. 

The term physical education carries in its 
definition as mnch of importance as the term 
mental education does in its; and really more, 
since ou the health depends the mental re- 
gource, and in most cases the mental ability 
end mora! strength. 

Physical culture is a branch of instruction 
comparatively new. It has been attaining ite 
growth in our northern colleges and schools of 
yank for years past, and is rapidly pushing its 
way into public school favor. Inearlier years, 
anybody of muscular ability could conduct a 
gymnasium—a teacher of intellectual ability 
was uot considered essential. Calisthenic 
work, as it was called, received a certain 
amount of attention in the schools, and here 
the culture of the body ended. If a child had 
crooked legs, he was put into braces; if a 
crooked back, he was put into a plaster jacket; 
if he was poevisi: and irritable, he was scolded; 
if he was round-shouldered, he was told to ‘‘sit 
vp straight; if he had little appetite, or was 
delicate in any way, he was placed under a 

jhysician. For centuries the decline of health 
and abuse of health has been going on. 
Children inherit all sorts of diseases, and in- 
stead of being placed under educators who 
rrecting those tendencies and 
bringing them to a standard of seg vet health, 
th y are allowed to drift on in the same tracks 
their ancestors did, live out but half their 
allotted years—and not half live at that, for 
what is life without health?—and settle into 
decrepitude long before the work days of man 
should end. 

‘The object of physical culture is body build- 
ing, body training and body repairing. To 
gtrengthen all weak parts of the body and 
bring the system in perfect working order, 
each part in normal development. To accom- 
plish this, certain exercises are given, and 
given in a way to please the mind as well as to 
strengthen the body, and a teacher of these 
exercises should be as thorough in her knowl- 
edcso of the human body, its requirements, 
necs and disuses, as an engineers of his engine. 
A knowledge of: 

Anatomy—To understand perfectly the 
framework of the house we live in. 

Physiology—For the uses of its various 

arts. 
< Hiygiene—To enable us to keep it in repair. 

Detormities—To strengtheu all incorrect 
portions. 

Emergencies and first aid to injury—To re- 
pair all injuries received. 

Deisarte system—To teach grace and ele- 
gare, properties very essential. 

Power of mind over body—To cultivato 
moral courage, 

Voice culture—To cultivate the voice in 
conversation and laugh, (and nothing is more 
tiresome than a harsh voice in either man or 
woman.) 

Musie—To teach harmony in all things. 

These are the leading branches of training 
from which our teachers of physical culture 
should graduate; and, to meet the growing de- 
mand tor teachers of ability to properly con- 
duct this branch of education, two training 
schools have been established in the north— 
one couducted by Dr. Sargeant, professor of 
physical education at Harvard college, and 
te other by Dr. W. G. Anderson, who occu- 
— a like position at Adelphi institute, 

srooklyn. The system of work introduced at the 
Picdmont Chautauqua is Dr. Anderson’s, from 
whose schoollam a graduate. The faculty

The intluence of healthful, pleasing exerciso 
is more to the mind and morals than to the 
health, really. A clearer rendering of this 
Cannot be had than givenin the article on 
Lhe Vhysical Basis of Brain Work,’ by 

Voods Hutchison, M.D., published in the 
North American Record for May, 1858. In 
this he says: **Our common school pupils are 
Crammed and gorged and forced with 
hitellectual pabulum from six to nine 
hours a day while they are at best simply 
aivised and often only permitted to spend 
froma one to three hours per day in the open 
fir, too often in such an exhausted condition 
us to be incapable of really vigorous play, and 
this indisposition is too often increased by re- 
peated feminine admonitions not to waste too 
much time in play, or to indulge in energeti- 
Cally Vigorous sports, because they are so 
rough and horrid, and spoil their nice clothes.” 
fie also says, “fa thorough knowledge of the 
saWs of health and the physiology of exercise 
tliould be required of every teacher.” The ar 
ticle is but a series of such self evident facts. 

The American association for the advance- 
mi hi of physical education, of which all the 
ustees, faculty, graduatesand students of the 
Hornial schools I have mentioned are members, 
mean to make the gymnasia of our country 
Approach as =neariy as possible the 
Eyinnasia of ancient Greece at the time of 
4\ristotie, mot merely a theater of sport and 

Xereise as the term has heretofore been exem- 
Piinec im this country. In those days, physical 
culture was pre-eminent, and continued long 
After art, music, grammar and all other 

ranches of mental labor were completed. 

Very town of importance had its gymnasium. 
Athens had three—the Academy, famous for 
the instruction of Plato; the Lyceum, where 


Atisiotlo taught, apd the Cynosarges, The 
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laws of Solon regulated the use of the gymna 
sium with great caution and severity, placing 
& governor at the head, with powegto remove 
any teacher of mental branches or philosopher 
whose methods he thought injurious to youth, 
and the teacher of gymuastics was required to 
know the physiological effect of different ex- 
ércises, aud to assign to each pupil such as his 
needs requiged. (jreece was the 
radiating point 6f both intellectual strencth 
and personal beaaty, grace and elegance, and 
the powerful intellects of thatage have been 
the liglithouses of the world ever since. he 
gymnasia was afterwards corrupted and the 
coarre element developed there in the line of 
———- and 0 gross sports, no reflection 
sowever upon the importance or good results 
of physical culture. Statiutics show that each 
rise of the gymnasia in Greece was accompanied 
with a corresponding rise in intellectual] ability ; 
an‘! cach decline with a corresponding decline 
of intellectual ability, and that at every age, 
when pliysical culture headed the curriculum 
of education, mental power was at its height 
and Greece led the world in science and art. 

The gymnasia of America will probably 
never reach the standard of perfection the 
gymnasia of ancient Greece did. We Ameri- 
cans will never bother to make it a daily resort, 
with baths and music as accompaniments, but 
we Can easily bring the standard of physical 
ability, that sweeps with it mental and moral 
power, up to a higher standpoint than it is at 
present, evolutionize a finer physique, and 
bring us equal to our German and English co- 
temporaries in thoroughness of education, 
music, art and manufacture, for we are obliged 
to acknowledge them our superiors in these. 
We are justified in attributing this to their 
physical ability, which is based on their thor- 
ough system of physical training. 

The universal introduction of the work into 
the schools is but a question of time. Event- 
uslly it will not only be adopted in all onr 
schools, but made a compulsory feature of ed- 
ucation. The thinking men of our country 
are rapidly grasping the importance of it. <At 
present it would be im som -to fill positions 
with competent teachers in the public schools, 
even were the public gchools to introduce the 
work. It could be done, however, by estab- 
lishing classes for the instruction of all the 
teachers, who could, under this superintend 
ence, bring ont the work in their clas ses 
The general instructor should, of course, di- 
rect all exercises, for physical development, 
and personally superintend all cases of de- 
formity. 

Such a class could easily be formed in any 
of your cities to familiarize teachers with the 
structure of the human body and the forma- 
tion and oliices of heart, Jungs, etc.; to show 
the various and common defects and deformi- 
ties of the muscular system as caused’ by lack 
of exercise and proper care; to test the 
strength of varicus muscles; to test eves for 
astymatism and color-blindness and the ears 
for deafness; to acquaint teachers with the 
spirometer, stethoscope and such other instru- 
ments as are used to ascertain the normal and 
abnormal condition of certain organs; to give 
them a knowledge of anthropometry and tho 
importance attached to it; to teach 
them to correctly dress any  ac- 
cident to the body, drowning, fractures, 
injuries of all kinds and to teach the various 
movements, Swedish, German and American, 
that tend to produce symmetry of the body 
and to obviate common defects. 

This normal work was to have been the 
specialty in the classes at the Chautauqua this 
season. but the lack of continuous attendance 
on the part of the teachers prevented my 
giving them even a glimpse of the important 
features of study, merely an idea of general 
development and some suggestions for correct- 
ing common physical defects, and the art of 
making the work varied and pleasing. I re- 
gret that I can not, before my return north, 
meet them and illustrate more clearly the art 
of ‘How to Get Strong and How to Keep 
Strong,’ as Mr. Blaikie expresses it.

| ‘THE HEATHEN CHINEE. 
How He is Amused in the Theaters of San 
Frapcisco— An Interesting Letter. 
For The Constitution. 
“Are we going into the cellar? 
“Is it an underground theater?” 
“No,” the guide replied to the last anxious 
question: ‘‘bat we are not allowed to goin at 
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the front entrance, nor to sit in the audience. 


We followed, wondering, throngh labyrin- 
thine mazes of narrow halls and rickety stairs 
and winding ways—as dark as the catacombs 
—passing- now a tailor’s shop, and now a shoe- 
maker’s: now a sort of butcher’s stall, where 
two men are industriousty grinding —what?— 
into sausage meat—and now a kitchen 
where the problematical ‘‘what’’ is 
being subjected to the crucial 
test of the VWoiling pot, whose eliminated 
fragrance joins the host of other odors pervad- 
ing this celestial cosmos. These odors, not 
those of ‘“‘Araby the blest,” are tothe heathen 
Chinee, peculiar! After climbing three or 
four stories, toour amazement we find our- 
selves piloted through the “green room’’ of the 
theater. Actors, male and female, rather the 
males who personate females—no women being 
allowed to appear—continue their toilets in 
the most nonchalant manner. We pass from 
tho rear, through doors which remain open 
during the entire performance, on to the stage 
where the play isin progress,and we are ranged 
on either side, facing each other. Another 
party of sight-seers coming i, the lines are 
doubled, and som of the spectators mount 
upon a long table and overlook the scene like 
the ‘gallery gods.” 

The orchestra oceupies the center of the 
small stage at the back, and keeps up the most 
unearthly accompaniment on unimausical in- 
struments to which it hasever been our bad 
fortune to listen. The rhythmical discord was 
a combination of the sounds of katydids and 
parrots, of creaking doors and grating files, of 
bagpipes and tin pans, of sad-voiced cats and 
garrulous guineas and strident peacocks, This 
hidegus medley might be a ‘‘concord to sweet 
sounds’’to ears Chinese ;it might have‘‘charms 
to soothe the savage breast;’’ but, ye divinities 
of music! Apollo jand Polymnia! defend us 
from the like again! The lower floor of the 
auditorium is packed with men, sitting with 
hatson. The gallery on the left is occupied 
exclusively by women—almond-eyed, bland- 
faced, dreamy-looking—wearing their hair 
stretched plainly from their faces, with none 
of the hairpin adornments indulged in by the 
Japanese; the gallery on the right by men, 
who, judging by dress and general appearance, 
seem to belongitto a higher class. How won- 
derfully alike in contour and expression when 
seen in the mass those yellow faces are!

Prominent 
on the left stands a handsome, portly Baptist 
minister, with a lord high chamberlain air, 
as if his duty were to wave the actors 
off and on. At a little distance, 
from him, seated, is a Methodist clergyman, 
whose polished brow and snowy beard and 
critical, scholarly air liken him to the censor 
of a Greek play. On the right isa Presby- 
terian divine, apparently posing as a statue of 
astonishment. The Episcopal clergyman? 
Well, he was there the next night. These 


*ministers attended the Chinese theater for the 


same reason that parents attend the circus, 
viz.: ‘to take care of the children.” 
But we never saw the clergy ‘‘on the 
boards” before. Nothing seems to rapa 
the performance. One after another speaks 
his little piece and retires. The “‘star’’ per- 
sonates first a fashionable belle and thena 
blind orphan girl. In the midst of the singing 
of the latter, accompained by @ whining, dole- 
ful instrument, the delighted absurdity of the 
situation, clergy and laity; America and 
China, shayen bead and pigtail, white and 
yellow mingling together on the stage, burst 
upon us with such force that we “‘laughed right 
out in meeting.”’ The sight of women weeping 
in the gallery over the deeply tragic song, and 
&@ mildly reproachful glance from 
the cymbal playerin the orches- 
tra—who alternately divded his 
attention between his bare feet and his cym- 
bals—brought us back to the proprieties. Fear- 
ing to offend again, and gasping for a breath 
of pure air, we bow ourself off the stage, pass 
through the green room, hung with many- 
colored garments and queer weapons—an “old 
curiosity shop’’—down the rickety stairs, 
past smoking dens and eating “rooms, and 
cells-like sleeping quarters—around and 
around, out into the brilliant night and the 
closely thronged streets again. Such a unique 
experience Europe cannot offer the traveller.

A branch road leaves the 
Chattanooga and Nashville at Bridgeport, 
thirty miles below Chattanooga, and goes 
north to Jasper and Dunlap, throngh the cele- 
brated Sequachee valley—a valley that they 
say makes more fine corn to the acre than any 
inthe world. Judge Wright owns a farm up 
there, arid they say that he says that before the 
war 4 man couldn't sell a negro in that valley 
unless he was six feet high and upwards, for 
no othersort couldreach the corn to pull it. 
All the duck-legged farmers had to gather 
theirs on horseback or knock it off with thrash 
poles. Six miles from Bridgeport is South 
Pittsburg, a new manufacturing town of about 
4,000 people. There are three furnaces that 
make three hundred tons of ironevery day, 
and there are pipe works that make water and 
gas pipe by the mile, and stove works that 
make stoves by the thousand. There are hoe 
and tool works, and terracotta works, and 
extensive planing mills and saw mills, 
and brick works and two banks ard two fine 
hotels. Pigiron Kelley has interests here ‘and 
the growth of the place seems well assured. 
Real estate is high—entirely too high. Nearly 
all that is unimproved belongs to one compan 
and they hold it at boom prices. They ask 
from fifty to one hundred dollars a front foot 
for business lots and twenty dollars a foot for 
residence Jots in the suburbs. A little farm of 
sixty-seven acres, two miles away sold not long 
ago for eleven thousand dollars. A vacant lot 
in the suburbs that was only 100x140 sold for 
two thousand dollars and the purchaser told 
me he got a bargain, If lots were scarce I 
could understand this but theyare not. There 
are ten times ag many vacant as improved and 
but little demand now. They say that these 
hich values come from the life and vigor that 

,anufacturing gives and that itis the protec- 
tive tarifffthat builds up the manufactures and 
spreads its benign intluence for many 
miles around. If that influence would 
keep on spreading until it reached the cotton 
fields and the grain: growers everywhere the 
protective tariff would be a splendid thing to 
enrich a country, wouldn’t it? I wish we 
conld stretch it. 

Bob Taylor was at Pittsburg and 1 listened 
to him awhile. I would say Governor Taylor, 
but everybody calls him Bob. He has quit 
fiddling, bat he rolicks and frolicks with the 
boys and seems to be an open hearted man, 
without plans or schemes or secrets. He is 
stumping the state for re-election, and said he 
tried to get Hawkins to meet him, but he 
wouldn’t do it. “I’m no great orator,’’ he 
said, “and I’m no very great man, but I’ve got 
one consolation— Hawkins ainlt, either.”” Bob 
isavery clever gentleman, and with a little 
more dignity and less hilarity would grace the 
high oftice he occupies. But he is canvassing 
now, and I suppose has to let down and tickle 
the boys with cachinations tu catch their vote‘ 
so we will excuse him until the race is over.

From South 
Pittsburg I went to Cole City, where Gov- 
ernor Brown has over 500 working in the coal 
mines, and they are the shiniest, sleekest, 
healthiost sect of darkies Leversaw. They 
don’t seem to have anything preying upon 
mind or body. Iasked a neat looking wash- 
woman what she was there for. She smiled, 
but didn’t answer. Captain Reese answered 
for her, and told meshe goi tired of her hus- 
band and picked out another, and she and the 
other fellow put her old man out of the way. 
An old one-eyed darky called me Colonel Tow- 
ers and said his time was out and he wanted to 
go. He declares he was sent up for twenty 
years, but the records show him to be a life 
convict. I was sorry for him, for it does look 
like twenty years is long enotgh for anybody; 
but we all feel that way until we Know the 
outrageous, heartless, brutal crime in all its 
enormity, andthen we say why the villain 
ought to be burned at the stake. ‘There was 
but one convict who was seriously sick, the 
hospitals were well nigh vacant. I visited 
them with Dr. Dayis and found eyerything 
neat and clean. One fellow came limping 
along with a vial in his hand and said he 
wanted some medicine to born out a corn on 
his toe. Another said he had a misery from 
eatin’ too much watefmillion. Another asked 
Captain Reese to have the chain tuk offen his 
leg for it was makin’ it sore. ‘“‘Wait a little 
longer, Jack,’’ said the captain ; “I don’t know 
you well enough yet.”’ Their food was well 

repared and of good variety. Acres of cab- 
ages and turnips and onions and potatoes were 
in sight upon the farm. There are about 700 
persons to feed, ay it is a big thing for one 
establishment. I was amazed at its magnitude. 
Convicts do the cooking and the washing and 
the gardening. I sawa genteel, good-looking 
convict barber performing his professional call- 
ing. There were nosigns of trouble or distress, 
and I would not have known it was a mountain 
prison but for the striped uniforms and the 
clank of an occasional chain. These chains 
drop off after a safe period of good behavior. I 
was introduced to a tajl, middle-aged white 
man, who was panpine water for the hospital. 
He was in for burglary, and I think was from 
Maine. He was a sailor, and Lexpect ran away 
toseain his youth. He had a good classical 
education, and was probably raised by 
indulgent parents, ior his manner 
was .gentlemanly and very respectful. He 
smiled pleasantly when he met me and said, I 
heard you were coming and I have written you 
a letter which you can peruse at your leisure.

disits His Old Home After 


Forty-Five Years. 
SOME ENTERTAINING POINTS 


7 


About a Remarkable 
Warmly Welcomed. 


Trip-- 


Everybody knows Jerry Lynch. 

But everybody don’t know whata pleasant 
time he had on his recent visit to the island of 
Newfoundland. 

Mr. Lynch recently spent cleven days on the 


island. 

Hic was born in the town of St. Johns, and 
Jeft that place to come to the states about 
forty-two yeurs ago. 

This was his first visit to his birthplace since 
that time. 

Iie was the center of a circle of friends last 
night,who thoroughly enjoyed some interesting 
points which he gave concerning Newfound- 


Jand. 

“St. Johns,” said he, “has about fifty thon- 
sand inhabitants, and among them are many 
rich men. They are merchants, of course, who 
have made their money out of the fishermen. 
Men who have money make money rapidly at 
St. Jobns.”’ 

‘“‘How do they manage it?’’ 

“In this way: They furnish the fishermen 
with their outfits and supplies—give them a 
start in the business, and in return the fisher- 
men turn over to them their ‘catch,’ which the 
merchants, you see, sell at a big profit. For in- 
stance, the seal fishing is a big thing in New- 
foundiand.”’ 

“There ought to be large money in seal skin 
gacks,”’ observed a gentleman. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Lynch, “but those hand- 
some sacks do not come from the seals caught 
about Newfoundland. They come from the 
South sea seals. Still there is a big profit in 
the Newfoundland seals. One use to which 
they are put is this: Their skins are sent 
abroad and tanned, split into a number of 
parts and manufactured into gloves, which are 
sold all over the world.”’ 

“How much does a man have to be worth to 
be considered rich in Newfoundland ?”’ 

“Well, that’s hard to say. Clothes are 
cheaper in Newfoundjand than in America, 
but J think that, asa rule, other necessaries 
are dearer.’’ 

‘‘How do the people feel about America ?”’ 

“Oh, they like it—like it better, I think, 
than they doEngland. They adopt American 

rays rightalong. Their money is modeled after 
ours, the bills being gotten up by the Ameri- 
can Dank Note company, and their silver and 

old pieces are made very much after the fash- 
os of ours, They take American gold or 
silver at-par, but they shave greenbacks to a 
small per cent.” 

“How about the fisheries question ?”’ 

“They have very little trouble with Ameri- 
cans on thatscore, but at times have very 
big trouble with the French. You see 
when England got NewFoundland from the 
Fench it was agreed in the treaty that the 
French should hold certain waters along the 
shores for fishing purposes—and the trouble 
arises when the French fishermen — beyond 
the line and get to fishing out of their own 
waters. Violation of the treaty in this re- 
spect leads to the arrest and imprisonment of 
the offenders. The French fishermen must 
keep on their side of the line.’’ 

“How is the government?”’ 

“Well, Ishould call it home rule. They 
have a governor and legislature, etc., but 
there is a peculiarity that struck me. A man 
cannot yote unless he pays the water tax. 
This tax is levied on Fishermen as well as 
landmen. You see, all the vessels which 
come in get their water right there on the 
island, but the people have to pay the water 
tax just the same. Of course, the traffic car- 
ried on by the vessels coming and going isa 
benefit to the island.”’ 

“] was struck with another thing,’’ con- 
tinued Mr, Lynch ;‘‘a twenty-five per cent im- 
port duty is levied on every ton of iron that 
comes ineither from Englaud or America, 
and a premium of two dollars a ton is paid by 
the government on every ton of iron which is 
gotten out on the island.” 

“St. Johns,” said he, “is a remarkably 
healthy city, and the people up there pay 
theirdebts. For these two reasons itis not a 
very good place for either lawyers or doctors. 
On the day before I left a picnic was given to 
the children of two churches in the place, 
There were six thousand of these children on 
hand, and they were the rosiest, strongest 
looking boys and girls that Ihave ever seen. 
Their vitality was something wonderful. This, 
of course, is due to the clear, cold climate and 
plenty of exercise in the open air.”’ 

“You went to Harbor Grace ?”’ 

“Yes, and liked it very much. It is a fine 
town of about thirty-five thousand and very 
prosperous. I went also to Heait’s Content, 
which is one of the most interesting points in 
Newfoundland. - It is a pretty village of about 
four hundred inhabitants, aboye_ one hundred 
and fifty of whom are telegrAph operatives. 
There are no less than seven dablo lines which 
meet at Heart's Content, and this large force 
of operatives are constantly engaged in repeat- 
ing messages to all parts of the world. 

“The people live in excellent houses and 
seem very comfortable and contented,notwith- 
Standing the fact that in this out of the way 
cable station they are almost cut off from the 
rest of the world.’’ 

“What aboutgthe face of the island?” 

“It is a succession of mountains, val- 
leys and lakes—a most beautiful coun- 
try, and heavily. timbered. It is a 
great country,too,for fine stock,particularly for 
seep. Lsaw there the finest sheep that I 
have ever seen anywhere. The grazing lands 
are splendid. The only trouble about sheep 
raising is the expense of feeding them in win- 
ter. The great bulk of the wool is shipped to 
the Canadas for manufacture into clothing. I 
vata nO Wooien manufactories in Newfound- 

and, 

“How did you go and return ?’’ 

“I went by steamer from Baltimore to St. 
Johns, but I returned to this country via 
lalifax, Nova Scotia, taking the cars at that 
point and coming through to New York. It, 
Wasa ifty hour ride, but very enjoyable. The 
Taliway accommodations are the same as in 
the states, including Pullman sleepers. They 
run, I think, about thirty miles an hour, and I 
noticed that the eating houses along the line 

Were good and the charges reasonable.”’ 

“By the way,’ concluded Mr. Lynch, “I 

forgot to mention an interesting circum- 

tance. There aro three good newspapers 
printed at St. Jchns, and I have been 
sending a fourth to that place for some time— 
Tue ATLANTA ConstiruTIonN. They say 
Over there that it is the greatest paper which 
Comes to the island.”’ 

Mr. Lynch says thatasa matter of course 
things go much slower in Newfoundland 
than in America, and that they regard Ameri- 
cans 2. the smartest people in the world. 

"l meta yankee conductor over there who 
Was up to snuff, you know. I tell you he was 
& ‘honey,’ and the foiks look upon him as a 
Woncer.”’ 

When Mr. Lynch left St. Johns he was a 
boy, and after an absence of forty-two years 
he was not readily identified by the playmates 
of his younger days... But when it became 
Known that Jerry Lynch had returned, the 
friends of his family and of his early years 
€2ve him a most royal reception.

The apparatus has been 
selected with rare judgment, and it is ail of the 
best, Then it has been wellarranged, The object 
ina gymnasium is to get as much floor space for 
class work as possible; to do this we have as 
much of ourapparatus portable as possible. You 
see by moving these parallel bars to one side of the 
room wecan have the entire floor for class work— 
enough space for probably a hundred men.

Nothing Known About the Re- 
jection by Secretary Bayard. 


THE AMENDMENTS TACKED ON 


Are Supposed to Be Responsible 
for China’s Action, 


Wasuinoton, September 1.—No official in- 
formation of the rejection of the Chinese treaty 
has been received at the state department, and 
nothing beyond the press dispatch cabled last 
night from Lendon and published this morn- 
ing is known on the subject. 

Friends of the administration say the treaty 
contained arftangements with China which the 
British government was most anxious to make, 
and British influence to the extent of the 
power of that government to secure the rejec- 
tion of atreaty by China has been apprehended 
by them. 

For this reason amendments to. the treaty, 
after it had received the deliberate approval of 
the Chinese, through its minister here, al- 
theugh regarded as cntirely unnecessary and 
useless, were yet’ believed to be daugerous and 
mischievous and to imperil the great object 
sought to be obtained upon our side in the 
leng pending negotiations to settle an impor- 
tant question. When President Cleveland 
came into power a very excited and unsatis- 
factory state of things existed on the Pacific 
coast regarding the Chinese question, and one 
of the earliest important tasks which Secretary 


| Bayard set for himself upon assuming the 


duties of his present office was to secure the 
negotiation of a new treaty. 

After months of negotiation, the result was 
one which was believed by the negotiators on 
beth sides to meet the substantial require- 
ments of the governments they represented. 


| The treaty was at once transmitted to China 
| for approval, (in March last,) and nothing 
| was heard from. that government to indicate 
| any lack of entire approval. 


Fifty-seven days after the senate received 
the treaty, it was ratified, but with amend, 
ments which the friends of the administration 
regarded as superfluous. The secretary of the 
state reopened negotiations and succeeded, af- 
correspondence in se- 
curing from the Chinese minister 
his assevt to the senate amendments, the as-

There seemed to be, however, in the mind 
of the minister an impression that China had 
been triiled with, and whenthe amendments 
were sentoutto China, the proceeding was 
not understood by the high authorities of that 
government. 

About a month since an inquiry was re- 
ceived frem the Chinese government by

Chinese authorities wishing to know if they 
were dealing with a finality. . 

To this the secretary of state replied at once 
that the treaty could not be further amended. 
Nothing further had been heard on the sub- 
ject, but it is thought by friends of the admin- 
istration, that in the natural course of events, 
the stringent measures introduced into con- 
gress designed to carry into effect, by anticipa- 
tion, the provisions of the treaty, have been 
brought to the attention of the Chinese govern- 
ment, and it has been apprehended that 
these steps, respecting a treaty not yet for- 
mally agreed to and consequently notin force, 
have seryed ‘to add further embarrassments 
and lead to further doubts on the part of the 
Chinese authorities as to our ultimate pur- 
pose. : 

An interview was sought with Secretary 
Bayard this morning on the subject, but the 
secretary declined to express himself fer pub- 
lication beyond stating that no information 
has been received on the subject by the de- 
partment. 

“Tf itistrue that China has rejected the 
treaty,’’ the secretary added, ‘‘why, we havea

New Yort, August 31.—R.°G. Dun & Co.'s 
review of trade for this week says: 

For the past few days crop reporis have beeome 
exceedinzly contradictory and confusing. D-s- 

tches by the score are published asserting that 
roste have cut down the yield of spring wheat 
greatly, especially in Dakota and Minnesota, and at 
the same time the government weather bureau af 
firms that the weather has been most favorable and 
that reports of injury from frosts are greatly exac- 
geratos . Reports from France that the yield wiil 
all 25 percent below last year's yleld coutrasts 
with an official statement that the <- 
cresre will mot be 7 per cent, Such confusing 
accounts from ail quarters baye helped very active 
speculation, with gales of 93,000,000 bushels, here 
and a net deciine in the price of only half a cent-for 
the week, T’hese facts lead to a cuspicion that the 
gloomy reports are being used to unioad specilative 
burdens and that the actual outcome will rot fall 
much below the previous estimates. 

Corn isa fraction lower, with sales of 9,000,000 
bushels, ard cats 5 cents higher, with some setivity. 
In provisions, also, there has been aciive specula- 
tion. an adrance and a reaction. Hogs remain 10 
cents higher; oil has risen 3 cents; leather and 
hides. are. half a cent higher; tin has 
weakened, but copper is stronger and lead has risea 
halfa cent, Coffee Zas seld, largely for speculation, 
267,000 bags at New York, but prices balt and distri- 
bution slackens, Sugar is unchanged, with a better 
but not a free Cemand for refined. An active trade 
and stronger prices are noted in hops. _ 

The average price of all commodities mnoves up- 
ward steadily, having advanced abont half of one 
per cent, for the week, and 214 per cent. since June 
30. It is hardly necessary to point out that this 
ak og ve activity, particularly in exportable pro- 

ucts, is not a very healthy sizn, If the crops are 
really poor, business must suficr in consequence, 
and fr prices are mefely inflated without reason, the 
inevitable relaxation will do harm’ The immediate 
effectis that the exports contimue small, From 
New Yors, for the past four weeks, they have 
fallen 1634 percent. below isst year’s in value, 
though prices are higher. 

The dry goods market has been active, and even 
buoyant, with print cloths at 4 cents, but some de- 
scriptions of brown shectings are weak, and the 
market for woolens is still irrecularand uncertain. 
Speculation has raised the prices ef cotton 41 cents 
per hundred pounds, with sales of 261,000 bales at 
New York, in spite of the favorable crop advices. 

The heavy excess of imports ovcr exports in Juiy, 
and for the six months ending with July, appears to 
have created large adverse baiance, which will re- 
quire liberal exports of merchandise or of specie, 
soouer or later, but at the present foreign exchange 
is steady and the belief that the export oj products

Will Make Possible. 

AN IMPORTANT _ DECISION, 


Brief Mention of Matters of 
7 General Interest. 


“J see THe CoOnsTITUTION says that the 
Georgia Pacific headquarters may be moved to 
Atlanta,”’ said one of a party of railroad men 
who were discussing the situation and pros- 
pects for fall business, yesterday.

THE OYSTERS ARE HERE. 


The First Day of the First Month With an 
“RR” in It. 

Yesterday was the first day of the first month 

haying an “RK” in it. September begins the 


oyster season. 
Donehoo, Day, Emery, all the leading deal- 


| ers in fact, received the first shipment of the 


season yesterday, and the demand was greater 
everywhere than the supply. 

“Early in the season,” said Mr. Donehoo 
esterday, ‘‘the oysters come from Savannah. 
ater when the weather becomes cooler and 

the oysters can bear longer shipment they 
come from Norfolk, Va., and later still from 
Biloxi, in Miss. 

The Norfolk and Biloxi are best. They are 
shipped here without the shell usually in five 
gallon cans. The shelled oyster comes in bar- 
rels, but there are not so many of them for the 
simple fact that they cost so much more, the 
express on the shell being more than that on 
the oyster proper. The busiest months in the 
year are January and December, but I believe 
there will be a good trade this year from the 
beginning of the season.”’ 

‘Does the law limit the season to the 
months that have an R in them ?”’ 

“It does in some states possibly, but not 
here. It isa custom—or rathera superstition. 
You might say that it was a custom in Atlanta 
and a ee among the oystermen on the 
coast. here is no reason for limiting it so 
closely, for oysters were just as good two weeks 
ago as they are now. If the last day of August 
was cold as Christmas and the first day of Sep- 
tember as warm asthe fourthof July, nine 

eople out of ten would wait until the first of 
jeptember.”’ 

The rice birds came in yesterday, too. Their 
season is identical with that of the oyster.

negroes in Thomas to stick together and work 
hard to elect their candidates. 

He says, too, that the leading colored candi- 
date in Thomas is Jack Carter, the negro who 
took an active part in the prohibition campaign 
in Atlanta last fall. | 

The colored vote in Thomas is large, but not 
as large asitusedtobe. In 1875 there were 
1,187 white votes and 1,526 colored votes. In 
1881 there were 1,381 white and 1,365 colored. 
In 1887, 1,477 whites, and 1,310 colored. 

And in 1888 there are 1,551 white voters, and 
1,383 colored voters.

More 
drunkmen wefe locked up last night than 
there have been in a long time, and it seemed 
as if the rainy weather, together with the fact 
that it-was tho first of the month, was having 
a bad efect upen these citizens who leve the 
ardent, If today’s record shows up in the 
same way, Recorder Anderson will have his 
hands fuilin the morning. 

The Villain Caged. 

About two o’clock yesterdey morning Mrs. 
Thompson, who resides on Poplar street, was 
aroused from her s!umbers by the barking of 
her little boy’s pet deg, and upon looking 
around the room saw a big burly negro stand- 
ing near her bed and looking directly at her. 
Her husband was out of the city, and she 
hardly knew what to do. 

She screamed, and the negro broke and ran 
off. The ofticers were notified, and Captains 
Conch and Wright, together with Detectives 
Cason, BDediord and Reeves, set cut to work, 
and traced the villain down. Last night at 
about eleven o’clock they went out to Poplar 
street, and in a little hut near by the lady’s 
residence, they caught the negro. The house 
was surrounded and he was easily captured. 
Iie gave his name as Park Gunn, and 
protested his innocence. He said that, for 
twenty years, he had lived in Macon, working 
in the dye works, and that hecame to Atlanta 
only a few days since. 

‘Lhe officers carried him before the lady, and 
she identified him. He was brought to the 
stationhouse, and acase of burglary docketed 
against him. ; i 

His Head Was Bleedinc. 

A young white man walked into the station- 
house last night about 10 o’clock, holding his 
head between his hands, and the bleod was 
tlowing freely. A deep gash in the forehead 
was found, and it was a very ugly wound. The 
wound was washed and plastered up, after 
which the young man walked out. 

He gave his name as Charlie Fox, and stated 


that he knew absolutcly no reason why he 


In 
company. with several other boys he was 
coming up Broad street, and-when between 
Alabama apd Hunter streets a rock came 
whizzing atthe crowd, but didn’t strike any- 


ite looked around and saw three mer across 
the street, and as he did so one drew back and 
hurled a rock at him, which struck him in the 
head.

the ifegro, whois named J. B. West, came 
along and kicked the stick out from under 
him, at the same time pushing against 
him. Hethrust the negro aside, when he 
came back and called him a fool. Upon this 
he jumped upon him and began to beat hiin. 
The officer came along at this time and arrested 
him. 
He Tried to Stab Him. 

An ugly: looking weapon inthe shape of an 
ice-pick was taken frem the hands of John 
Weber,a young mulatto, at the stationhouse 
last night. He had been trying to make it 
serve the purpose of a dagger, and had been 
attempting to practice with it upon the person 
of another negro boy. The affair occurred in 
front of the Grant house. John stays at the 
Grant house, and said that this other negro 
come up to him, and commenced to quarrel, 
which resulted ina fight. The other darky 
rot away, but John was locked up for safe 

eeping. 

Carried Back to Madison. 

Sheriff Hillsman, of Morgan county, left the 
city last night for Madison, and carried with 
him a negro who had been kept for some time 
in Fulton county jail. 

‘ Henry Hudson wasthe negro’s name,and he 
was wauted for assauit with intent to murder. 
He triedto kill Sheriff Hillsman, but was 
himself shot in theattempt. He was carried 
back for trial. 

Two Negro Women Fight. 

Mollie Avary and Seely Peacock, two negro 
women, hitched horns last night about ten 
o'clock at their home, No. 80 Gilmerstrect, 
and.they made the fur tly. The fight originated 
over some money, and after quarreling a while 
they concluded to try their strength. Mollie 
took up a chair and knocked Seely in the head, 
and that ended the fuss. Seely carries a sore 
head and Mollie got away unhurt,
